passengers, all in perfect health, when they 
started, died on the voyage and fifty others 
were prostiated by illness.

[»rts tell us that the officers of the ship were 
not to blame It is a verj curious fact that in 
all cases of this kind we have never yetheaid 
of anybody who was to blame We only know

A remedy for this had been sought 
during the last-session of Congress, the Sen- 
ate and House each passed a bill recalling 
from some of the eastern States a portion of 
the excess for distribution in the west and 
South, hut there wrs a difference as to the 
manner and extent ia doing it. The House 
insisted upon a general and the Senate upon 
a partial distribution, not exceeding $40,000,- 
OJO. Objection was made that the eastern 
banks were innocent of the fault and that the 
withdrawing of their circulation would dam- 
age business and inflict a greater evil than 
the one to be remedied. To avoid this the 
Committee of finance made the following 
suggestion to the President and Secretary of 
the Treasury : proposing to increase the knut 
of bank circulation to §45,000,000, the circu- 
lation to be distributed to the southern and 
western States, which was a proposition of 
this bill.
